MEN'S FURNISHINGS. 


FARMERS’ INSTITUTE. 


One of the Most Successful Meet- 
ings Ever Held Since the 
Organization. 


The meeting of the Farmers’ Institute 
in the Council Chamber on Saturday last 
was not as well attended as it should have 
been. 

The minutes of last mecting were read 
and approvod. 

Communication from the three news- 


paper offices with terms of advt. were 

read and it was decided to hive an advt. 
nut in each of the papers published in 
randon. 

The President, Mr. Bedford, called 
upon Mr. Wauyh, of Wianipeg, who was 
present and who read the opening paper 
on the different modes of cultivation. ite 
began with thorough cultivation. He said 
a high grade wheat was what was wanted. 
The seasons being so short it was neces 
sary to have the work quickly, and at "he 

same time properly done. I am not sure, 
said the speaker, that al} will look upon 
thorough work as Ido. If we want goud 
prices then we must grow good wheat, 
and the way to do that is to come to- 
gether as they were to-day and consider 
the best way todoit. The speaker said 
he could quote the experience of farmers 
from Virden and elsewhere, but it was 
sufficient to consider to-day the experi- 
ence of those present. Mr. Waugh clos- 
ed his remarks by inviting all present 
who had taken any notice to the method 
cf supervicial cultivation to kindly ex 
press themselves on the subject and by 
comparing the experiences of all it would 
be an evsy matter to see which was the 
best. 

Mr. Leech, Sr., was called upon to give 
its experience regarding the superficial 
cultivation which he donein 1890. He 

said the experiment of 1890 gave a pay 
| ing crop, and under the circumstances he 
theught it was the best thing he could 
have done. It would have payed, said 
he, toe have plowed the land, had there 
teenthe time. He suid that this hght 
cultivation seemed to give better satisfac- 
tho about Regina and Qa’ Appelle where 
ithe land was Iwht. He said he had seen 
some execlient crops about Regina. Last

or where the ‘and is perfectly clean. Mr. 
Nichol thought that when a crop wae 
| put inthis way it was liable to let the 
land become dirty. 

A discussion arose over the disc har- 
row. With the disc there is from 6 to 9 
inches left untouched, while with the 
spade the whole of the land is culti- 
vated. 

Mr. N. Reid said he had sown some 
wheat with the disc three weeks later 
then that on the plowed land, and it was 
ready for harvesting at the same time. 

Mr. John E. Smith is. one of those who 
is a believer in good farming. He ssid 
he never did believe in sowing on the 
stubble, although last year he raised 
wine No. 1 wheat on summer-fallow. He 
said he always used the disc on summer- 
fellow, and was 4 believerin thorough cul- 
tivation Mr. Smith introduced the sub- 
ject of spring plowing and said he had 
always noticed that spring plowing was 
even better four wheat than fall plowing, 
that is, if it was sown the same day that 
the plowing was dons. 

Mr. Nichol said that Mr. Sandison put 
in a half-section of vats with the disc har- 
row, which turned out well, probably 60 
bushel per acre. He also put in consider- 
able of his wheat in the same way, but 
would not do sw again. 

Mr. John E. Smith said that he had 
done censideralle cxperimenting with 
oats and found that plowing them in was 
the most profitable. Le plowed about 3 
inches deep, _ 

A discussion on late and early sowing 
then ensued and it was suggested by some 
that last spring was an unusual one on 
account Of the spring fro-t and the wheat 
that was sown early was frozen off and 
consequent y had no start over the later 
wheat. 

Atthe close Mr. Waugh said that he 
thought the dixe wasalright in heavy land 
while in Jizht Jand it was not just the 
thing. He said that a man who was 
summerfallowing should not allow the 
weeds to get more thanhave an inch high 
on the land, it should be often harrowed. 
He thought it was unwise to burn the 
stubble in the fall ; it should be allowed 
to remain inorder to hold the snow. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to Me. 
Wanzh by the Tnstitute, which endorsed 
his work among the Lastitutes.

Mr. Bedford, the Vresident, was the 
next speaker. He began by saying it 
would net do to work on east iron rules.

He thought it was 
unwise for any farmer to farm all his 
land shike In reference to tuedise har 
rows he said that he had made an expert 
ment on the farm in 1890. He selected a 
piece of land and divided it inte four plots 
making half an acre in each, and number 
ed thea 1], 2,3 and4 The land ws all 
alike and had been cropped with wheat 
the Year previous, before which it hed 
been summer-fallowed. [tr was perfeetly 
clean and was inexcel'ent shape for a 
test. Plot 1 «as plowed in the spring and 
the seed drilled in: plet 2. the stubble 
was burned offand the seed dri led in ;

He 
explained how that a year ago List fall 
wien plowing he left stripe unplowed 
where the stacks were situated, and last 
spring when seeding it he used the disc 
harrews on these sirips, He went over 
it twice and made as good a job as pos- 
sible although it did not look as nice as 
the plowed land.

| Bartram did the Stoning 


Geo, Douglass Accuses Him From 
the Prisoner's box of the 
Ancaster Murder. 


Hamilton, Dee. 31.—The preliminary 
hearing of John Lottridge and George 
| Duoglass, two of the four men under ar- 
rest charged with murdering Jno. His- 
lop, the aged treasurer of Wentworth 
county, in January ls-t, commenced here 
to-day. Both men pleaded not guilty. 
Douglass created a great sensation in the 
court room by adding, **I was present 
when the murder was committed but I 
did not fire the shot. Jno. Bartram did 
the shooting.” This statement, made of 
the prisoner's own free will, corroborates 
that made by Samuel Goosey, another of 
thetmen arrested on sxspicion of, being 
connected with the crime. Both say Lot- 
tridge and Goosey were outside the Hes- 
lop residence and Douglass and Bartram 
inside whenthe murder was committed 
and beth affirm that the shooting was 
done by Bartram. 

Hamilton, Dec. 31.--Geo. Douglass 
and Jno. Lottridge, charged with the 
murder of Treasurer Heslop, of Went- 
worth country, have been committed for 
trial. Two witness testified that Doug- 
lass had told them of the murder. The 
story, as told to them, agrees with 
the story in hisconfession, The Indian 
Goosey, wasin the box and rehearsed 
his confssion, placiag the blame on Duug- 
iass and Bartram, the only ones who 
went into the murdered man’s house.

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UNCLE SAM AND CHILI. 
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The Sonth American Republic: 
Suggests Arbitration Over 
the Trouble. 


New York. Dec. 28.-- The Herald's 
Washington correspondent says there is 
no question thst the administration fully 
expects a refusal at Chili to comply with 
its demand for an apology and indemnity 
and is ready to ask Congress for power 
to declare war. for which preparations 
have been, and are still being, actively 
made, Chili, feeling that she isin the 
right, is determined not tv apoligize, even 
at the cannon’s mouth. Such is the 
situation upon the diplomatic chessboard. 
It is Chili's turn to move. There is just 
vne square to which she can go to save 
her king and that square is marked, ‘‘Ar- 
bitration.”” The news that Chili may oc- 
cupy this square and checkmate their 
games has brought consternation to the 
war members uf the Cabinet. A demand 
on the part of Chili for arbitration instead 
of an offer of opelogy and reparation, 
would place the war sec'ion of the Cabinet 
in a very ridiculous light after the pains 
teey have spent putting on war paint and 
the efforts they have made to get up & 
ecalp dance. Chili has not yet asked fur 
arbitration, but it is known to the cabinet 
that she is likely to du sv. The possibi'- 
ity of such ae:ion, so exceedingly clever 
and e0 completely turning the tables, hae 
come upon the president and his Cabinet 
so suddenly that they have no ides how 
they can prevent a signs] triumph of the 
Chilian diplomats. If arbitration of the 
differences between the two countrics is 
asked for, the Chilian advisers argue very 
shrewdly that she United States Congress 
will never allow war to be declared be- 
cause Chili had refused to comply with 
the demand of President Harrison for an 
apology and indemnity for the Baltimore 
affair. The conduct of Minister Egan in 
staying away frum the inauguration cere- 
monies of President Montt has been s 
great topic of conversation. Mr. Eyan 
acted upun his own responsibitity entire- 
ly He was not instructed by this Giov 
ernment to absent himeelf frum the inau- 
guration. In fact such orders were re 
fused. A few days ago Mr. Egan cabled 
the state department asking whether he 
should sttend the insuguration. Mr. 
Blaine’s reply was: ‘‘ Use your own 
judgment.”
